Development and standardization of a technique for laparoscopic pelvic and para- 


aortic lymphadenectomy require about 100 operations. 


Amniotic Fluid-Soluble Vascular Endothelial Growth Factor 
Receptor-1 in Preeclampsia 


Preeclampsia is associated with increased levels of amniotic fluid—-soluble vascular 
endothelial growth factor receptor-1 that are independent of erythropoietin. 
Tocolysis With Advanced Cervical Dilatation 

Delaying delivery with tocolysis to allow antenatal steroid use and other obstetric 


interventions is possible in women with advanced preterm labor. 


Tissue Concentrations of Endothelial Cell Adhesion Molecules 
in the Lower Uterine Segment During Term Parturition 


The concentration of intercellular adhesion molecule-1 in the lower uterine segment 
increases during parturition at term. 
Risk Factors for Postcesarean Surgical Site Infection 


Host susceptibility and existing infections are the most important predictors of 
surgical site infection after cesarean delivery. 


Estrogens in Intrahepatic Cholestasis of Pregnancy 


Intrahepatic cholestasis of pregnancy is associated with decreased maternal plasma 
levels of estrogens and the estrogen precursor dehydroepiandrosterone sulfate. 


Effects of Hospital Policies Based on 1996 Group B Streptococcal 
Disease Consensus Guidelines 


Publication of consensus guidelines in 1996 and their adoption by obstetrics 
programs have led to decreased occurrence of early-onset group B streptococcal 
disease. 


Interpregnancy Interval and the Risk of Premature Infants 
Women with interpregnancy intervals less than 18 months and more than 59 
months have the highest risk of very premature and moderately premature infants. 
Mastocytosis Complicating Pregnancy 


Women with mastocytosis who become pregnant might experience increased disease 
severity, but complications of delivery or adverse fetal outcomes do not seem to be 
more likely. 
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Direct Medical Cost of Pelvic Inflammatory Disease and Its 
Sequelae: Decreasing, but Still Substantial 


Estimated annual direct medical costs of pelvic inflammatory disease and average 
cost per patient in 1998 were substantially lower than previous estimates. 


Direct Transport of Progesterone From Vagina to Uterus 


The controlled and sustained release of progesterone gel given vaginally results in 
higher ratios of endometrial to serum progesterone concentrations than 
intramuscular administration. 


Cost-Effectiveness of Single-Dose Methotrexate Compared With 
Laparoscopic Treatment of Ectopic Pregnancy 


Treatment with methotrexate is a cost-saving alternative to laparoscopy for ectopic 
pregnancy. 


Vaginal Colonization by Candida in Asymptomatic Women With 
and Without a History of Recurrent Vulvovaginal Candidiasis 


In asymptomatic women with a history of recurrent vulvovaginal candidiasis, 
Candida was detected more frequently by polymerase chain reaction than by culture 
or wet mount/Gram stain. 


A Urinary Control Device for Management of Female Stress 
Incontinence 


An extraurethral device has extremely poor compliance and low efficacy and cannot 
be recommended for management of stress incontinence. 


Gynecologists’ Training, Knowledge, and Experiences in 
Genetics: A Survey 


Gynecologists’ knowledge of genetics is mixed; training appears to improve 
knowledge, but a minority receive formal training. 


Early Motor Development of Breech- and Cephalic-Presenting 
Infants 


There are transient differences in neuromotor development between breech- and 
cephalic-presenting infants; whether they are caused by or result from breech 
presentation remains unclear. 


Persistent Intrahepatic Right Umbilical Vein in the Fetus: 
A Benign Anatomic Variant 
Persistent right intrahepatic umbilical vein is a normal anatomic variant, usually 


associated with good outcome. 


Isolated Clubfoot Diagnosed Prenatally: Is Karyotyping 
Indicated? 


After prenatal diagnosis of isolated clubfoot, fetal karyotyping is not indicated 
unless there are other indications for invasive prenatal diagnosis. 


Thrombocytopenia in Term Infants: A Population-Based Study 


Immunologic studies should be considered in all cases of severe neonatal 
thrombocytopenia to enable careful monitoring and prevent potentially severe 
complications in subsequent pregnancies. 
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Maternal Serum Ferritin and Fetal Growth 


High maternal serum ferritin level is associated with asymmetric fetal growth 
restriction and a low level with symmetric fetal growth restriction. 


Preterm Delivery in Mice With Renal Abscess 


Bacterial inoculation of the kidney results in renal abscess and preterm delivery in 
the pregnant mouse.

Low Fetal Oxygen Saturation at Birth and Acidosis 


Low fetal oxygen saturation measured at birth seems associated with low fetal pH 
and base excess values, but its predictive value for acidosis is limited, particularly if 
acidosis is metabolic. 


Vasa Previa: Prenatal Diagnosis, Natural Evolution, and Clinical 
Outcome 


Vasa previa can be detected in some asymptomatic women during the second 
trimester and generally is associated with excellent outcome with antepartum 
diagnosis.

The British strategy for prenatal detection of Down syndrome is not economically 
beneficial in the United States, even under the most ideal ultrasound accuracy 
scenarios.

Initial 17B-Estradiol Dose for Treating Vasomotor Symptoms 


17B-Estradiol provides dose-response symptom relief, with 1 mg the most suitable 


starting dose for treatment of moderate and severe hot flushes. 


Estrogen therapy at the time of coronary artery bypass grafting does not influence 
surgical mortality, perioperative cardiac morbidity, or early or late complications. 


This cross-sectional study suggests that hormonal contraceptive use in adult women 
is associated with small and reversible changes of bone mineral density.

A large statewide representative California survey, designed to overcome 
methodologic limitations of prior studies, identified important barriers to prenatal 
care apart from insurance. 


Prenatal Diagnosis of Congenital Cytomegalovirus Infection: 
Prospective Study of 237 Pregnancies at Risk 


Congenital cytomegalovirus infection is best diagnosed prenatally with polymerase 
chain reaction analysis of amniotic fluid after 21 weeks’ gestation. 


Urine Hyperglycosylated hCG Plus Ultrasound Biometry for 
Detection of Down Syndrome in the Second Trimester in a 
High-Risk Population 

Urine hyperglycosylated hCG combined with nuchal thickness and humeral length 


is highly sensitive and specific for Down syndrome prediction in the second 
trimester in a population at elevated risk. 


Knowledge and Clinical Practice Regarding Folic Acid Among 
Obstetrician-Gynecologists 


Physicians are knowledgeable about folate and neural tube defects, but are less so 
about other aspects of folate metabolism and its relation to health. 
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Maternal Morbidity and Mortality Associated With Multiple 
Gestations 


Multiple gestation is associated with increased risk of adverse maternal outcomes. 


A Randomized Comparison of Oral and Intravaginal 
Misoprostol for Labor Induction 


Oral misoprostol (100 4g) and vaginal misoprostol (25 ug) are similarly effective for 
cervical ripening and labor induction, but the former produces more uterine 
contractile abnormalities. 


Chorioamnionitis and Uterine Function 


Chorioamnionitis is statistically significantly associated with increased risk of labor 
abnormalities, labor prolongation, cesarean delivery, and hemorrhage, suggesting a 
deleterious effect on uterine function. 


Labor After Previous Cesarean: Influence of Prior Indication and 
Parity 


Risk of cesarean and length of labor for women undergoing a trial of labor after 
cesarean are related to the prior cesarean indication. 


Elective Induction of Labor as a Risk Factor for Cesarean 
Delivery Among Low-Risk Women at Term 
Elective induction as currently practiced increases the risk of cesarean delivery for 


nulliparas and increases costs. 


Wound Infection After Cesarean: Effect of Subcutaneous Tissue 
Thickness 


The thickness of subcutaneous tissue is a significant risk factor for abdominal 
wound infection after cesarean delivery. 

Pregnancy After Adjustable Gastric Banding 

Pregnancies associated with rapid weight loss after surgery for obesity can have 


normal fetal outcomes. 


A Survey of Pessary Use by Members of the American 
Urogynecologic Society 


There are identifiable trends in pessary use for pelvic organ prolapse, but no clear 
consensus on the indications for pessary choice or appropriate patients.

We introduce two-turn throw incomplete loop ligature as a useful and convenient 
technique for hemostasis in three-port pelviscopy.

Serial antenatal ultrasound might help diagnose cloacal anomalies and their 
changing features. 


Ultrafast Magnetic Resonance Imaging of Cephalopagus 
Conjoined Twins 


Ultrafast magnetic resonance imaging can clarify neuroanatomy in antenatal 
diagnosis of conjoined twins. 
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Cortical Blindness in Severe Preeclampsia: Computed 
Tomography, Magnetic Resonance Imaging, and Single-Photon 
Emission Computed Tomography Findings 


Neuroimaging studies in severe postpartum preeclampsia show that reversible 
cortical blindness results from vasogenic (hydrostatic) cerebral edema and not 
cerebral vasospasm. 

B-Lynch Suture for Postpartum Hemorrhage 

The B-Lynch suture is technically simple and might be a valuable addition to the 
surgical treatment of postpartum hemorrhage.
